Earlier in the day, she told police, 
she had had a disagreement with a 
friend, Miss Betty Parr, of Ballston, 
Va. Last night when left alone she 
began brooding over the affair and over 
a recent illness and came to the con- 
clusion no one loved her, she said. 

Her father, Fred Hilleary, lives in 
Dawson, Va. Her mother, she told 
police, died some time ago. Had her 
mother been living, she said, she would 
nct have committed her mad act, police 
reported. 

Dr. J. D. Corridon, of Georgetown 
Hospital, performed the operation upon 
the woman, but did not remove the 
bullet.

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RIVER GATS BODY 
OF MURDER VICTIM 
ON LONELY BEACH 


Mystery Veils Fate of 
Blood-Marked Corpse 
on Virginia Shore. 


MUTE CLEW TO CRIME 
BAFFLES DETECTIVES 


Wound in Head May Have 
Been Caused by Blow; In- 
quiry Seeks Bullet Hole. 


The Potomac River yesterday yielded 
the blood-clotted body of a man, and 
last night Washington and Virginia po- 
lice were confronted with what prome 
ised to be a deep murder mystery. 

The body was discovered about 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, lying face 
downward on a lonely beach on the Vir- 
ginia shore of the Potomac about 38 
miles from Washington. 

It was expected that the body would 
be identified as soon as it was taken 
to the undertaking establishment of 
Benjamin Wheatly in Alexandria, Va. 

Lieut. Edward J. Kelly, chief of the 
homicide squad of the Washington De- 
tective Bureau, looked at the body late 
yesterday and expressed the opinion 
that the man had been dealt a terrific 
blow on the head. 

The man’s shirt was dark with blood 
and so was the neck. 

Be Bullet Hole. 

“We can’t tell yet,” Kelly said, “but 
that might be a bullet hole under the 
right ear.” 

Fairfax County Policemen H. J. Dur- 
rer, R. H. Davis and Virgil Williams 
agreed with Kelly that it looked like a 
murder, but they didn’t want to go on 
record definitely until the body has 
raeched the undertaker’s. 

Although the body was badly decom- 
posed and bloated, it could be seen that 
the man had been a powerfully built 
individual. 

The man was about 5 feet 10 inches 
tall and weighed 180 pounds. His 
hair was black, and his neck was of 
the “bull” type. 

He had on a pair of gray trousers 
with a pin stripe, and a yellow shirt 
with a check in it. He wore low taa@ 
shoes, which had run down heels and 
the soles of which were worn through.

Face Buried in Sand. 


The body was lying with the face 
in the sand. The arms were extended 
and the legs were partly drawn up. 
It was the position of a swimmer doing 
the Australian crawl. 

One theory was that enemies of the 
man took him “for a ride” on &@ 
launch, and, after murdering him, 
tossed the body into the water. 

Another theory was that the body 
was thrown from a bank on the Mary- 
land shore. Lieut. Kelly said it was 
hardly likely that the body could have 
floated from Washington. 

The body was discovered by a party 
of surveyors of the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey boat Pilgrim 
headed by Lieut. Charles Pierce. 

The surveyors were working on & 
high cliff when one of them, peering 
through the trees, saw the body 
sprawled on the beach. It was then 
low tide, so that the water was several 
feet away. 

Capital Police Notified. 


Lieut. Pierce notified A. D. Wilroy, 
chief clerk of the naval powder plant 
at Indianhead, Md., almost directly 
across the river from where the body 
was found. Wilroy in turn notified 
police headquarters here. Inspector 
Henry Pratt. chief of detectives, assigned 
Detective, Kelly to investigate. Pratt 
assigned William Enyeart, one of the 
bureau’s Bertillon experts, to accome- 
pany Kelly. Because of the condition 
of the body, however, Enyeart was not 
able to take any fingerprints. 

En route to the scene Kelly was 
joined by Fairfax County officers at 
Accotink, Va. In order to reach the 
body the investigators had to travel 
over almost impassable roads, and 
lat-r had to climp a cliff and wade 
through water. 

The place where the body was found 
is snown as Sycamore Point and is exe 
tremely primitive. In rea. hing it the 
investigators surprised a huge crane 
that was seated on the beach. At ane 
other time, one of the investigators 
stepped on a large black snake.

Highway Commission of those 
who wished to testify for the allocat- 
ing in each county of ithe mileage of 
mew roads allowed it under this act. 

Albemarle, with 27.97 miles, was al- 
lowed th most mileage, with Fauquier 
second with 24.85. H. G. Shirley, with 
H. B. Sproul and Wade H Massie, of 
the State Highway Commission, con- 
ducted the hearing. Each county was 
allowec 30 minutes to present its case 

Arlington County, with Common- 
wealth’s Attorney William C. Gloth as 
spokesman, allocated only 8 miles, the 
smallest county in the State, was in 
harmony as to its share. Dr. S. M 
Johnson, director general of the I ece 
highway, told the commission Arling- 
ton wanted its 8 miles from ‘he 
Memorial Bridge, spanning the Poto- 
mac, through the county over the Lee 
boulevard, to the Fairfax County line. 
forming part of the great Lee High- 
way. 


Had Three Projects. 


Fauquier had three projects or three 
ways of using its mileage. C. W. Car- 
ter, commonwealth’s attorney, present- 
ed the resolution of the board of 
supervisors advocating, first, cfosing or 
completing of the Bealeton-Falmouth 
Gap on the route to Fredericksburg. 

The remainder of the mileage was 
in dispute. The John Marshall High-

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MOUNTAINSIDE TORN 
DOWN BY ONE BLAST 


Dynamiters Dislodge 16,000 
Tons of Pinnacle Rock 
Noiselessly. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Cumberland, Md., July 19.—Sixteen 
thousand tons of the famous Pinnacle 
rocks were torn down at one blast to- 
day without noise, or mishap after 
nearly four weeks had been spent in 
driving a tunnel at the base of the 
cliff of quartz for the blast, which 
was electrically discharged. The entire 
front. of the mountain was thrown 
straight forward with no rock scattera- 
tion. 
On the opposite side of the mount- 
ain, at a distance of about 350 feet, 
runs the main line of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad. The blasters waited 


until the passenger trains, due at the 
time set for the explosion, had gone 
} by and guards were posted up and 
down the tracks to prevent accident, 
should any of the mountain have fallen 
in the opposite direction. The mount- 
ain, however, was not disturbed on 
the railroad side. 

The stone from the blast is to be 
supplied for the concrete road from 
Rawlings, this county, to McCole. 
The breakage from the huge blast 
was 100 per cent of expectation with 
85 per cent so finely broken as to be 
ready for the crusher The tunnel 
for the blast was 35 feet into the base 
of the mountain with branches 25 
feet each way at right angles. It was 
loaded with three and one-half tons 
of dynamite.

Vienna, July 19 (A.P.).—More than 
130,000 Germans, Americans, Scandina- 
vians and others arrived today to par- 
ticipate in the events marking the cen- 
tenary of Franz Schubert's death, and 
for a whole week Austria will abandon 
itself to song in honor of the world’s 
master melodist. 

Not since mobilization of the troops 
in 1914 has Vienna opened its gates 
to such an enormous human army. 
Thousands came afoot or on bicycles 
from Germany, and other thousands 
poured in from every point of the com- 
pass by regular and special trains, 

A large group of Teutonic choristers 
caused a stir by marching through 
Vienna’s exclusive embassy district, 
singing German monarchist songs. They 
were joined by Austrian monarchists 
with the royalist flag at their head. 
Vienna’s supply of beer gave out to- 
day and hurried calls for replenishment 
were sent to Hungary, Germany and 
Czechoslovakia.

HUGE IMPROVEMENTS 
SCHEDULED BY C. & 0. 


Board Authorizes Expenditure 
of $21,144,724; New 


Financing Planned. 
Richmond, Va., July 19 (A.P.).—The 
board of directors of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railway has authoriezd the ex- 
penditure of $21,144,724 in an im- 


provement program throughout the 
system, tnvolving additional shops and 
facilities. 

President W. J. Harahan announced 
here today that the major portion of 
the expenditure will go to Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., and vicinity, where the 
board contemplates an expenditure of 
$9,635,000. The program includes

Poverty-Stricken After Lives 
of Luxury, Two Working 
for Their Living. 


ISOBEL IS A SCULPTOR 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, July 18.—A _ story of 
chance and change as sensational as 
anything that ever disturbed the 
dreams of the most imaginative scenario 
writer in Hollywood was told today by 
Miss Isobel Stone, daughter of the late 


William A. Stone, millionaire coal 
operator and once governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, who Is living with her sister, Mrs 
Peggy O'Neill, in a crumbling derelict 
barge on Sherman Creek, just off Dyck- 
man street. 

It is a story of luxury and fabulous 
wealth exchanged almost overnight for 
poverty and the struggle for existence 
and an undaunted fight against never 
diminishing odds for artistic recogni- 
tion. Miss Stone, as well as having 
sung in grand opera, is a sculptor and 
a poet. She won a musical scholar- 
ship, and when she was 17 years old. 
she exhibited a fountain in the sculp- 
ture exhibit of the Panama Expositian. 

Fifteen years ago her father was 
worth $3,000,000, but on his death in 
1920 it was found that this enormous 
estate existed only on paper. The sub- 
stance of it had been lost on the stock 
market. “We were left in the house.” 
said Miss Stone, “but we had no food, 
and one by one the servants ijieft us. 
We had to work, and we did not know 
what work meant, for it had never en- 
tered into our lives. We imagined that 
money grew on trees. 

“My sister went to work in a box fac- 
tory at $10 a week, and I got a place 
in the chorus. Then I won a scholar- 
ship and studied for opera. I made my 
debut as Siebel in ‘Faust’ and then lll- 
ness set me back. However 1 got other 
jobs in musical comedy and vaudeville, 
and any money that I did make I 
put into my opera studies. 

“IT have been singing in almost every 
night club in New York. In each place 
I have used a different name, for I don't 
want to be recognized I dislike the 
atmosphere and the people I meet 
there, but it keeps me alive.” 

“Tl have a half sister married to Dr 
Percy Hickling, the distinguished alien- 
ist of Washington, and a half brother 
who ts a judge in Pittsburgh. My 
brother, Lieut. John Stone, was killed 
in France the day before the armistice 

Although the barge home must be 
one of the oldest residences in New 
York, it is not one of the most sought 
after and the two sisters live in it rent 
free. A dull slime floats on the surface 
of the water, which half hides and half 
discloses treasures as various as the 
skeleton of.a derelict yacht and an 
automobile chassis in the last stages 
of corrosion. 

“It’s not pleasant,” Miss Stone con- 
fesses, “especially when you come home 
late at night in high-heeled shoes and 
an evening gown, and it’s raining and 
you have to row yourself to your house 
in a dinghy that ts half full of water. 

“But I don't despair. Recognition will 
come some day. Tuesday night I am 
trying out with many others at a 
theater. I’m on the air every afternoon 
at 5:30 from WABC. A book of poems 
is to be published tn the fall and half 
a dozen of my poems have been ac- 
cepted for this year’s ‘Grubstreet 
Anthology of Verse.’”’

Paris, July 19 (A.P.).—Women’s 
clothes tmnfluenced the decision of the 
French ministry of commerce when it 
decided upon the kind of money to be 
minted under the new stabilized regime 
of a 4-cent franc. 

In the new money there will be no 
25-franc plece to take the place of the 
5-franc silver coin before the war, which 
had about the same size and value as 
the American dollar. Instead there is 
to be a 20-franc plece, smaller in size 
and to be worth about 80 cents. 

“You see,” remarked Andre Dally, di- 
rector of the mint, “the fair sex wears 
so few clothes these days, and no pock- 
ets at all, and we can’t encumber their 
tiny handbags with large, heavy coins.” 

The tipping habit also had its effect 
on the decision not to coin a 5-franc 
piece. 

“Psychologists told us people would 
get in the habit of giving out the 
small 5-franc pieces as tips,” M, Dally 
said, “and that would be undesirable, 
with the cost of living so high.”

U. S. and Czechoslovakia 
Fix Status of Nationals

A naturalization treaty between the 
United States and Czechoslovakia was 
signed at Prague July 16, Secretary 
of State Frank B. Kellogg officially an- 
nounced yesterday. Until this there 
has existed no agreement between the 
two countries fixing the status of their 
former nationals. 

For the’ first time the status of nat- 
uralized American citizens is fixed, in 
event they visit their native land. The 
treaty is similar in most respects to 
that which was concluded with Bul- 
garia in 1922 and treaties previously 
concluded with various other govern- 
ments. 

Under the treaty the governments 
of this country and Czechoslovakia rec- 
ognized the naturalization of their for- 
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cases throughout the long, eventful history of this

RETURNING HOME 


Maligin Back to Archangel, 
Berlin Hears; Others to 
Continue Project. 


ALL OF RESCUED MEN 
ARE ORDERED TO ROME 


Ban on Interviews Placed by 
Mussolini; Saving of No- 
bile First Defended. 


Berlin, July 19 (A.P.).—It was re- 
ported here tonigh#’that the Russian 
icebreaker Maligin had been unsuccess- 
ful in its search for the missing 
Amundsen party and had begun its re- 
turn voyage direct to Archangel. 

Stockholm, July 19 (A.P.).—Gen. Um- 
berto Nobile, leader of the Italia ex- 
pedition, was rescued from the Arctic 
ice before his companions because all 
the circumstances, including the gen- 
éral’s condition and nis knowledge of 
the situation, made it advisable to 
rescue him first, his Swedish rescuers 
have explained. 

Capt. Tornberg, leader of the Swedish 
Spitubergen expedition, referring to the 
rescue of Nobile on Juné 24 by Lieut. 
Einer Lundborg, said the lieutenant had 
orders to take off one of the wounded 
members of the Nobile party, but which 
one was left to his discretition. 


Nobile Expected to Help. 


Capt. Tornberg, however, impressed 
on Lieut. Lundborg that it was desir- 
able to save Nobile first in order that 
he might assist them with information 
which would be invaluable in rescuing 
the other survivors. 

Lieut. Lunborg declared that he 
considered Nobile’s condition very 
eerious, and as conveying Natale Cec- 
cioni, the other injured man, who was 
much heavier, to the landing place 
would “have taken more time, he 
thought it better to take Nobile first 
then Ceccioni. The latter, in the mean- 
time, was carried to the landing stage 
to await Lundborg’s return. 

It was on this return flight that 
Lundborg’s plane upset in landing and 
he was unable to make any further 
rescues. 

The Swedish Spitzbergen relief ex- 
pedition has been sent orders to re- 
turn to Stockholm, 

New Efforts 

Afescow, July 19 (A.P.).—The Soviet 
fescue commission announced today 
that its new rescue efforts in behalf 
of the missing Amundsen party will 
get under way as soon as possible. 

Pilot Sergeev, attached to the ice- 
breaker Maligin, which is proceeding 
along the southeast coast of the Spitz- 
bergen Archipelago, will start an im- 
mediate search for Amundsen in arezs 
previously uninvestigated. 

Rome, July 19 (A.P.).—Premier Mus- 
solini today ordered all survivors of 
the Italia disaster to return to Italy, 
and in the meantime to refrain from 
all messages, declarations and inter- 
views.

MEN ALTER ATTITUDE 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 19 (A.P.).—The 
United Mine Workers Union in*"Ohio 
met a prompt refusal today when they 
invited the coal operators of this State 
to meet them on July 26 to discuss a 
satisfactory wage scale.” 

The miners’ invitation was issued at 
Columbus by the executive committee 
of the union a short time after S. H. 
Robbins, president of the Ohio Coal 
Operators Association, had declared here 
that the operators would “have no 
further dealings wish the United Mine 
Workers of America.” Notified of the 
invitation, Robbins said merely that 
his previous statement stood, and no 
formal reply to the miners had been 
made tonight. 

The invitation followed the action 
taken yesterday at Indianapolis by the 
policy committee of the international 
union giving to each district of the 
union authority to negotiate separate 
agreements as to wages.

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THE CAMPAIGN,

LOWENSTEIN’S DEATH. 


The finding of Capt. Alfred Lowenstein’s 
body off Boulogne enables the Belgian courts 
to liquidate his estate. Until proof of death 
could be established it was impossible to pro- 
ceed, notwithstanding the petition of his fam- 
ily. If the body had not been found, four 
‘years would had to elapse before the courts 
could presume that death had occurred. 

The body gave no indication as to whether 
Lowenstein accidentally or intentionally fell 
from the plane when. he met his death on 
July 4. His collar and tie were found in the 
plane, a circumstance that may indicate sui- 
cide, but which is not conclusive in that re- 
spect. If Lowenstein’s death was intentional, 
the method he employed was not merely spec- 
tacular but logical in its quickness and effec- 
tiveness. Determined to snuff out his exist- 
ence, he chose means that would accomplish 
that result without possibility of doubt or de- 
lay. But if he accidentally opened the wrong 
door and found himself plunging into space 
the agony of mind that possessed him in the 
few seconds of his fall must have been excru- 
ciating beyond imagination. 


TO HELP SMALL BORROWERS. 


Attorney General Ottinger of New York is 
considering means for promoting loan or- 
ganizations in which the needs of the small 
borrower can be met. For many months he 
has been engaged in driving the unscrupulous 
Joan shark and salary buyer out of the State. 
New York’s usury laws had come to be laughed 
at with impunity. Pitiful tales were told of 
persons of small means needing money in 
emergencies, who got into the clutches of the 
loan sharks and were driven to financial ruin. 
Mr. Ottinger has fought hard and has met 
with success. The loan shark no longer Op- 
erates openly in New York. 

' With the driving out of the loan sharks 
suffering has cropped up from another angle. 
There are times when extra funds are im- 
peratively needed. Sickness, death and other 
needs make necessary the expenditure of sums 
‘greater than the low-salaried person has avail- 
able. Some time ago a large "New York bank 
announced the creation of a personal loan 
service department to cater to this class. The 
ew department met with instant. popularity 
and it is indicated that other organizations are 

ready to enter the small loan field. 
_ Mr. Ottinger wants to “arrive at a compre- 
hensive plan to ease the situation of the bor- 
rower.” He intends to get the cooperation 
and experience of organizations interested in 
he problem of the small borrower, so that 
eliable loan societies may be formed and the 
Bcope of existing legitimate companies ex- 
ynded. in addition, the Baumes Commission 
be asked to mold new legislation to meet 
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the loan sharks and to protect the reputable 
lender. The country asa whole will watch this 
development with interest. New York is not 
the only State with a loan shark and salary 
buyer nuisance, and there is a growing demand 
that steps be taken to protect the small 
borrower. No better way can be found to ac- 
complish this than by making funds available 
at reasonable rates which the reliable, low- 
salaried individual can borrow. » 


THE RADIO IN POLITICS. 


From time to time the radio industry has 
announced the “greatest hook-up of all time.” 
The Dempsey-Tunney fight was followed 
round-by-round by millions. The national con- 
ventions of last month witnessed new 
records for the number of radio stations 
joined together and the number of listeners 
that were able to follow the proceedings. Now 
radio is to break the record again, the occasion 
being Secretary Hoover’s acceptance speech, 
to be delivered from the stadium of Leland 
Stanford University on August 11. Already 38 
stations have signified their intention to broad- 
cast the ceremonies in full, and the list is 
growing daily. Thirty million persons at least, 
according to estimates of the broadcasting 
stations, will listen to Mr. Hoover. 

Later. will come the Smith notification cere- 
monies. There is as much interest in what 
the Democratic nominee will say as there is in 
Mr. Hoover’s statement of policy. Once again 
the broadcasting stations will link themselves 
together by wire, and 30,000,000 persons, at 
least, will hear what Al Smith has to say. 

This will be a radio campaign. Four yearg 
ago the broadcasting station was recognized as 
a powerful instrument with which to reach 
the public, but in the intervening time broad- 
casting has developed by leaps and bouuds. 
Into millions of homes radio will carry the 
salient features of the campaign of 1928.

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BIGGER PLAYGROUNDS. 

The ideal of the municipal playground de- 
partment is expressed in the phrase that has 
become its slogan: “‘A playground within walk- 
ing distance of every home.” In 1916 Wash- 
ington could boast of but eleven playgrounds. 
Today there are 73. The ideal of the play- 
ground department has nearly been reached. 
Most of these playgrounds, however, are of 
small area, They serve well enough for chil- 
dren. Of recent years it has come to be 
realized that the municipal playground appeals 
to adults as well as children. In the future, 
therefore, the playground department. will 
recommend that playgrounds be established on 
tracts not less than 5 acres in area, 

There are three playgrounds in Washington 
of 4 acres or larger, and one of a little over 
2 acres. These playgrounds have proved pop- 
ular with adults. Sports for men include 
horseshoe pitching, quoits, baseball and tennis. 
Women go in for tennis and croquet or attend 
the basketry classes. It is a fine thing for 
the public in general to have such recreative 
spaces available. The playground department 
should be assisted in every way possible in its 
plan to establish larger grounds, 

It will be no easy task. A_ O5-acre plot, 
located close to a center of population,’ is 
bound to command a good price. Funds with 
which to expand playground activities have 
not been overly plentiful. Nevertheless, if 
Washington utilizes every resource at its dis- 
posal to impress upon: public officials. that it 
demands adequate play spaces, the goal can 
be attained. It would be a splendid thing if 
public-spirited citizens of means could be 
brought to realize that establishment of large 
playgrounds would constitute an excellent 
proof of public spirit. 


SCHOOLS FOR SENATORS. 


The American Minister to Poland, John B.’ 
Stetson, jr.. has made a survey of the Polish 
Legislature to discover how many of its mem- 
bers are graduates of universities. His report 
shows that out of a total of 444 deputies 236 
are university graduates and 100 more have 
The Com- 
munist group does not show a single member 
with university education. Taking the houses 


separately the senate has 86 graduates from” 
universities out of a total of 111 members. 


The majority of members of the senate are, 
therefore, products of the universities. It 
would, perhaps, be invidious to label any one 
of these ‘“‘the scholar of the senate,” as has 
been the case in the American Senate. 
Poland seems properly proud of its senate 
preponderance of university graduates. Those 
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who entertain the sentiment might do well! to 
look up the record of the Roman Senate in the 
palmiest days of imperialism. ‘They would 
discover that Rome had gone further than 
Poland and had advocated and, to an extent, 
put into effect education for senators. It was 
realized that the wide-flung domain of the 
eagles and the multitude of grades of the 
public service and the vast variety of ques- 
tions arising in the provinces called for men 
who could handle these matters understand- 
ingly. So that if education for senators in 
public affairs did not become a system the 
proposition at least Was a live one. 

The numberless matters of technical and 
political character that are handled by the 
United States Senate not only call for resources | 
of education and of general intelligence, but 
also necessitate the specialized work of 
numerous bodies which give detailed attention 
to departments of the public business, placing 
matters before the Senate in a way that makes 
digestion possible, if not always easy. 

No one has suggested schools for senators 
or representatives other than that which the 
clerk of the House conducts for the instruc- 
tion of new members in the rules and prac- 
tice of the House; but the time may come 
when the complexity of the duties of the Na- 
tion’s lawmakers will call for organized in- 
struction. Poland’s senate, at any rate, may 
be given credit for its intelligence, presump- 
tively based upon its

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GRAPE RELIEF. 

An order prescribing a reduction in freight 
rates for the Chautauqua and Erie “‘grape belt,’”’ 
from the point of origin to the point of des- 
tination, which is to go into effect Septen:ber 
1, will do mfich toward conserving an industry 
that has been upon a steady decline, resulting 
in mortgages hanging over growers who had 
been accustomed to good incomes from their 
products. Technical provisions of the order are 
of interest to those immediately concerned, 
but the prescription serves to turn attention to 
the fact that California grapes have coma into 
competition with a region which for genera- 
tions-has supplied grapes and their derivatives 
to the East, It is to be hoped that the sched- 
ules of rate relief will be sufficient to restore 
the grape belt to its former consequence. The 
grape farmers can not gain an outlet by diver- 
sifying their farming, because the country is 
not suited to growing vegetables. 

The grapes of the New York belt are, for 
the most part, the standard Concord variety, 
the fruit being marketed whole or as unfer- 
mented grape juice, jellies, jams and pre- 
serves or manufactured into wine, as provided 
for by law. The competition between California 
and Concord grapes is in the field of table use, 
mainly jams, jellies and the like. Security 
for this industry implies much for the localities 
affected and the action of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is fully justified.

Does Apply to States. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Mr. 
Robert Qu.uien in his daily article on 
the editorial page of The Post on Mon- 
day, July 16, portrays a hypothetical 
prisoner lecturing # hypothetical judge 
on the search and seizure clause of the 
United States Constitution (amend- 
ment 5), and telling him that, in view 
of the fact that the Constitution is 
the “supreme law of the land,” he, the 
prisoner, should not be convicted upon 
evidence obtained in alleged violation 
of this clause. 

In this article Mr. Quillen has fallen 
into a common error in regard to the 
application of the first ten amend- 
ments to the Fede~al Constitution, of 
whicl. the search and seizure clause 
is the fifth. These amendments, gen- 
erally known as the bill « : rights, ap- 
ply only to the actions of the Federal 
Government, and are in no way a 
check upon the States. Any State 
could, if it chose, establish a State 
church, do away with the jury sys- 
tem, etc., without any interference from 
the central Government. This has 
been repeatedly laid down by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. To 
select a few cases out of many: In 
Hurtado vs. California, 110 United 
States Reports, page 516, the State of 
California had passed a law allowing 
criminals to be arraigned for trial 
without ina.ctment by a grand jury: 
If Mr. Quillen’s views were correct, this 
law would have b*en in direct viola- 
tion of .amendment 5 to the United 
States Constitution, which expressly 
requires ihdictments by grand juries 


in all criminal cases; yet the Supreme 


Court held the law valid, because 
amendment 5 applies only to acts of 
the United States Government. To the 
same effect is Barrow vs. Baltimore, 
32 United States 243, in which case

Twenty-six representatives of the 
Federal Trade Commission now are 
compiling information from records in 
cffices of large power utility holding 
and service companies in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago to be 
introduced as evidence in the commis- 
sion’s inquiry into the industry which 
will be resumed next September. 

In its fifth report to the Senate on 
the progress of the power utilities in- 
vestigation yesterday, the commission 
said that because the next phase of the 
Inquiry into the financial strucure of 
the industry requires highly specialized 
information and knowledge, it had aug- 
mented its staff with a number of ex- 
pert accountants to make the present 
investigations into the companies’ of- 
fice records. 


Specialists Doing Work. 


The experts through former connec- 
tions with State utility commissions 
are qualified to do this work along 
scientific lines, the commission report 
added 

The adjournment of the investiga- 
tion early this month until September 
was not merely due to convenience be- 
cause of the summer, the report said, 
but was taken to enable the investi- 
gators to obtain and prepare data for 
the hearings to be held on the financial 
activities 

With the resumption of th. hearings 
“the formation, growth and financial 
workings of utility holding and service 
companies,” together with propaganda 
activities of individual companies, will 
be the subject of the commission's in- 
vestigation.

MOTHER with a deep concern 
A over the problems presented by 
her children concludes her com- 
munication with “This letter is terribly 
long, but it’s summer and you probably 
don’t receive so much mail but that 
you can give it the time. I am most 
grateful for the advice you have given 
me in the past and do so much want 
your opinion on the question I've raised 
here.” 


Yes, most people are able to take life 
a litle easier in the summer than dur- 
ing the rest of the year, but in this 
boy-and-girl department parents’ prob- 
lems multiply during the summer and 
my real vacation comes at holiday week, 
when chiltiren are on their good be- 
havior and everybody’s thoughts are 
filled with the spirit of Christmas. 


How well I realize that with the long 
summer days and the evening twilight 
it is so much more difficult to get small 
children to bed and to guard them 
against the promiscuous and ever-pres- 
ent green apples, candy, ice cream cones, 
pink lemonade, hot dogs and other de- 
lights of the childish palate. And in 
the summer we have with us. the evils 
that seem attendant upon commercial- 
ized recreation where parenta] and 
school supervision is almost impossible. 

Still, parents may minimize these 
problems by directing the energies of 
their children correctly. You should en- 
ccurage the children to enjoy the boun- 
ties of nature, to go camping, hiking, 
swimming, to play with tools and to 
work a little every day about the home. 
By planning the activities of children, 
the thoughtful mother can keep them 
pusily employed in healthful, whole- 
some ways. I shall be glad to suggest 
a program to those who care for it. 

Parents wilt be interested to know 
the turn that correspondence takes 
along definite lines about this time of 
year. From mothers I get letters which 
ask, “How can I keep my child in the 
back yard?

OTH of these meals were served 
at railroad eating houses In 
neither place was the railroad 
“¥esponsible, beyond the fact that the 
train was held at the station long 
enough for the passengers to eat. The 
dining rooms were run by private own- 
ers, Both eating places were located in 
farming communities far from indus- 
trial centers in locations where cows 
are easily maintained. 
At the first place the train was held 
-long enough for hungry passengers to 
obtain box lunches. In this place the 
lunch contianed six biscuits, a ham 
*@andwich, a small piece of steak, a |

New York, July 19 (A.P.).—The bulk 
of the activity in today’s curb market 
Was confined to half a dozen issues 
in which pools are active, the gen- 
eral list moving within narrow and 
irregular limits. Fears of a further 
stiffening of money rates kept trading 
in check despite the efforts of opera- 
tors to capitalize, the recent lowering 
of the rates on Cay-to-day loans. 


Noranda Mines threw off its slug- 
gishness and ran up 61% points, to 
59%, and then slipped back to 58, 
With total sales in that issue account- 
ing for nearly one-third of the day’s 
entire volume of business. Spanish & 
General, which has the same market 
sponsorship as Canadian Marconi, es- 
tablished another new high at 8%, or 
nearly double the year’s low. Warner 
Brothers Pictures and Forhan A also 
moved into new high ground. 

Industrial Rayon, the sensationa! 
rise in which featured yesterday’s mar- 
ket, ran into heavy profit taking and 
closed 1%4 points lower, at 9534, after 
having dipped to 90%. Arundel Cor- 
poration, Brill Corporation A, Hart 
Parr and Rainbow Luminous sagged 
to new low levels for the year. 

Neither the oils nor the public util- 
ities presented any feature of conse- 
quence, although the former displayed 
@ fairly firm undertone on reports of 
a further curtailment in crude oil out- 
put in the Seminole /field.

Assassination of Gen. Alvaro Obre- 
gon recalls violent deaths of six men 
at one time or another opposed to 
Obregon. 

Of major opponents of Gen. Obregon 
since his victory over Pancho Villa at 
Celaya in 1915, only one remains alive. 
That one is Adolfo de la Huerta, en 
exile at Los Angeles now, but formerly 
provisional President of Mexico and 
head of the unsuccessful revolt against 
the Obregon administration in 1923-24.

Obregon had said that when he died 
he did not want pomp and ceremony. 
He wanted to be buried as soon and as 
simply as possible in his “dear Sonora 
home.” His widow similarly did not 
wish the body to remain any longer 
resting in state at the capital and asked 
that it be sent home without delay.

Paris, July 19 (A,P.).—Bill Tilden 
issued the following statement after 
receiving notice of his banishment from 
the American Davis Cup Team: 

“I deny the charge of intent to

One of the articles was 
fully discussed in a committee meeting 
attended by them both, but no un- 
favorable comment was made by any 
one present. 

“It seems very strange that the same 
article was so much worse after Wear 
and Collom were two days at sea.

deeply regret the embarrassment oc- 
casioned Mr. Wear and Mr. Collom, as 
well as to the team, but I am glad to 
say that all these gentlemen feel that 
there is no intent on my part to evade 
or violate the rule.

MRS, 6. M. ZELL INDICTED 
IN ALLEGED POISON PLOT 


Put Tablets in Whisky Intend- 
ed for Her Husband, 
Police Charge. 


HAYNES TO FACE TRIAL 


Mrs. Grace Marie Zell, 38, of 69 New 
York avenue northeast, was indicted 
yesterday by the grand jury on a 


charge of putting bichloride of mer- 
cury into some whisky with intent to 
kill her husband, John M. Zell, 40, of 
1065 Thirty-first street northwest. 
This charge carries a maximum penalty 
of 15 years in prison. 

The defendant was arrested by De- 
tectives Mansfield and Sanders at 
Twenty-first street and Pennsylvania 
avenue northwest. At that time she 
was with her husband and her sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Ollie Manion, of Glen 
Echo Heights, on whose information 
the detectives acted. 

The detectives found in the Zell 
automobile, they testified, a handbag 
containing a bottle of whisky, an- 
other bottle of whisky containing un- 
dissolved mercury tablets, a bottle of 
chloroform and a pair of rubber 
gloves. 

The indictment charges that Mrs. 
Zell put the poison tablets in the bot- 
tie of whisky on July 6. The Zells had 
been separated for 11 years. They have 
five children,

African Methodists 
In U.S. Total 456,813 


The Department of Commerce ate 
nounced yesterday that, according to 
returns received by the Bureau of the 
Census, there were in the United 
States 2,466 churches of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion denomina- 
tion, with 456,813 members. Total ex- 
penditures as reported by these 
churches amounted to $4,757,066, in- 
cluding $4,091.023 for current expenses 
and improvemerts, $662,993 for be- 
nevolences and missions and $3,050 not 
classified. Value of church edifices 
was reported as $18,515,723, as com- 
pared with $7,591,393 in 1916. 

The 650 urban churches had a mem- 
bership of 193,926 and the 1,816 rural 
churches a membership of 262 887. 
Urban churches expended more than 
rural churches, on a property valua- 
tion of $13,451,618. There were re- 
ported 45,087 Sunday school] officers 
and teachers and 267.141 scholars. The 
denomination !s organized principally 
in North Carolina, with 769 churches, 
in Alabama, with 420 churches; in 
South Carolina, Mississipp! and Vir- 
ginia. In the Northern section there 
are 74 churches in New York, 75 in 
Pennsylvania, 32 in New Jersey and 25 
in Ohio, these four States representing 
a membership of 54,019.
